HE record of any man Is the best Index of his work 


and deeds, for the benefit of the public. A man may 


make claims as having- sacrificed business interests, ex- 
pended money, given his time,ability and what not for the 
public good, but If no record is written, or results shown 
which substantiate such assertions or claims, they simply 
resolve themselves into 
he idle words of a braggard. 


Beneficial acts for the public good are what count. Results 
brought about from energetic and persistent work, which 
will further the upbuilding of a State and the develop- 
ment of Its resources are the best evidence of a public ser- 
vant's zeal and efforts to make good his promises and 
pledges to his constituents. 


Such is the record of Senator Francis G. Newlands, all 


Idle statements to the contrary notwithstanding1. Review

After many years of earnest and persistent efforts on 


the part of Mr. Newlands the national government was 
convinced of the practicability of his views concerning 
the storage of \\nter, the building of irrigation canals and 
the reclamation of the vast areas of comparatively desert 
lands in the arid States. 


One of the results of the agitation of thls'subject, by 


him, was the organization of the National Iriigation Con- 
gress, a session of which was held a few weeks ago at Og- 
den, Utah, ;ind the delegates to which were chosen from 
the various sections of the country—-men who have this de- 
velopment at heat t and who have thoroughly posted them- 
selves upon the possibilities and benefits to be gained from 


• this great entpi prise. Another result of xlie activity of Mr. 
New-lands and his conferees in this direction, was the pas- 
sage and Immediate approval by the president, of the na- 
tional iirigation la\v. 


Through and by his efforts, the Kile legislature passed 


the- Nevada Irrig-.Uion law, fully complying with the re- 
quirements of the National Act, and the prompt action on 
the part of this State received immediate recognition, by 
the government making Nevada the first beneficiary tinder 
the law and the work no\\ in progress on the Truckee riv- 
er and in Churchill county, the contracts for which reach 
a million dollars, will not only give employment to a small 
army o£ people, but will bring thousands of Eicres of land, 
heretofore valueless, under this irrigation system, afford- 
ing homes for a large number of people as well as adding1 


to the wealth and taxable property of the State. 


On September 1, 1S92 at the convention which nomina- 


ted Mr. Newlnnds for his first term in Congress he spoke 
as follows: 


"I shall make the mining interest, the agricultural in- 


terest and all the industrial interests of this State para- 
mount considerations in my public life." 


How well Mr. Newlands has kept his promise to the 


people made at that time, is apparent from the results 
mentioned and the unquestionable prospects of greater 
development in this same line in the valleys watered by the 
Humboldt, Carson and Walker Rivers. 


But even go back prior to the date when Mr. Newlands 


began his public career. In August 1S90, at his own ex- 
pense he Issued an address to the people of Nevada as to 
a plan of irrigation and reclamation of the arid lands of 
the State.

be based. He obtained measurements of the flow of water, 
estimates of the possibilities of the water storage in the 
lakes anci reservoirs to be constucted, estimates of cost 
covering construction work, estimates of areas to be bene- 
fltted by the construction of wvnals and ditches; as well 
as the cost of land and improvements and probable profits 
the government and State might realize. Reliable maps 
were made of the various water sheds, water courses; sites 
for reservoirs, lakes, dams, etc. All of which he did to se- 
cure information for the government and to aid in carrying- 
out this enterprise, and entirely at his own expense and as 
yet he was simply a private citizen. Tnese same plans and 
the data gathered have, to a large extent, been approved 
by the general government and the work progressing ac- 
cordingly. 


Mr. Newlands' efforts since, have been in direct line with 


the plans and ideas he then advocated and the record 
will bear this assertion out to the letter. His constant 
study of the possibilities of this great work makes him one 
of the best authorities on this subject in the United States 
and his judgment and opinion are frequently sought by the 
governmental officers in charge of the -work, not only in 
Nevada but In Arizona, "Utah, Colorado and other sections 
of the country. And. now that active -work has commenced 
toward carrying1 out ,th.e plans, which to a-large extent, 
originated with Mr. Newlands, he feels that his efforts 
have not been in vain but the time and, money used by him 
in furthering this project have been -well expended and the

S it just to continue taxing the people $50,000,000 a year 


in excess of the needs of the government? Would it 


not be better to leave the money not required for the ex- 
penses of the government in the pockets of the people who 
earn it, rather than deposit it in favored banks w/thout in- 
terest? Why should not congress at the coming session 
repeal or reduce the duties on trust made products that 
are manufactured cheaper here than they can be abroad, 
and are actually sold in foreign markets at prices lower 
than to our own customers? Suppose the City Council by 
a. similar policy should tax the people of Reno excessively 
for the purpose of creating a surplus in the City treasury 
to be loaned without interest to favored industries, bankers 
or merchants.

stand it. And yet the principle is the same, the only dif- 
ference being that the one is a national, and the other a 
municipal affair. 


When will the Republicans repeal or reduce duties that 


are no longer needed for revenue or protection, but they 
shelter monopoly? Does Secretary Shaw think the "day 
after never," a satisfactory date? Or is it his opinion that 
the time and the character of the tariff revision should be 
fixed by the monopolies that benefit by the duties? Can- 
did answers to these questions would open the eyes of 
thousands of voters. 


THE government has now undertaken the education of 


the Filipino youth. A late steamer brought ninety-eight 
Filipino boys, members of families of high standing, who 
are to be placed in the various educational institutions of 
the country and educated at the expense of the govern- 
ment. If the government would spend as much money In 
proportion, in educating American boys, as it does Fili- 
pinos, Chinamen and Japs, there would be less cause for 
scandal in the governmental departments, fewer tramps 
and in many lespects better conditions than now prevail.

Boiling Over Today

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—The munici- 


pal political campaign will practically 
'.-nil tomorrow night and ilnterest in 
Tuesday's election 
i s _ u t fever heat. 


While the issues involved In the con- 
test are purely local the result cannot 
but be of national interest and import- 
ance. A clean and honest city govern- 
ment Is in reality the only issue in- 
volved arid the question is the same 
that has been Zoufjht out or Is being 
fought out in many of the chief rnuiii- 
clpallties of the country. 


The Fusion government, composed 


of both Democrats and Republicans, 
Is desirous of an opportunity to con- 
tinue the work of reform, while Tam- 
many, the controlling element in the 
Democratic party of New York Oity, is 
fiKiiting wit_ might and main to regain 
control of the city government which 
it lost two years ago on the election if 
Mayor Low and the Fusion ticket. 


In the present contest the Republi- 


cans and the Citizens' Union, the latter 
organization being composed of the in- 
dependents of both parties and the 
sworn 
enemy of Tammany, nomin- 


ated the following ticket. 


.For Mayor, Seth Low; for Controller, 


F. N. Grout, and for President of the 
Board of Aldermen, Charles V. Fornes. 
They are the present incumbents of the 
offices named. 
Low is a Republican 


and Grout and Fomes are Democrats. 
Grout and Fornes listened to the siren 
voice of Tammany and consented to be 
indorsed by it. 


Tammany 
nominated 
Grout 
and 


Fornes, and the Citizens' Uniion and 
the Repuublleans promptly held new 
conventions and named men to succeed 
Grout and Fornes on the Fusion ticket. 


It became apparent early in the 


summer that the 
Tammany 
leader, 


•Charles P. Murphy, Intended to nom- 
inate 
George B. McClellan, hiis good 


friend and son of the famous general 
of the civil war, for mayor. 
There 


was an outcry from "Boss" McLaugh- 
lin, of the Kings county Democracy, 
who declared McClellan would not do, 
and suggested several Brooklyn men. 
The retort made from Tammany was 
that Brooklyn had its share already. 
MeLaughMn did not see it trmt way, 
rind insisted that some other man than 
McClellan be named. The controversy 
got 
acrimonious 
and 
McLaughlln 


charged Murphy with using- methods 
of the Tweed regime. McLaughlin has 
continued 
stubborn 
throughout the 


campaign and it is generally conceded 
that Tammany will suffer seriously at 
the polls as a result ot the disaffection 
of the Brooklyn Democrats. 


The revolt of District Attorney Je- 


rome against Mayor Low threatened 
for a time to produce an analagoua 
situation In the Fusion ranks. Mr. Je- 
rome, however, came around all right 
after Low had been renorninated and 
during the past tsvo or three weeks 
has been one of the most zealous cam- 
paigners for the Fusion ticket. 


Rx-Chilef of Police William Devery's 


independent candidacy for mayor has 
contributed the comedy of the cam- 
paign. 
Everyone makes light of his 


randidacy except the rotund and hu- 
morous Mr. Devery himself, who af- 
fects to foresee his own triumph and 
the destruction of Tammany, which or- 
ganization incurred his wrath "by re- 
fusing to recognize his claiims to dis- 
trict leadership. 
Charles F. Murphy, 


while pretending to regard Devery's 
candidacy with contempt, Is secretly 
working1 hard to swamp the former 
chief of police for he knows that every 
vote Devery polls will be drawn from 
the Tammany ranks. 
Tammany has 


openly charged the Fusion forces with 
financing the Devery campaign. 


In their conduct of the campaign the 


Fusionists have relied chiefly on the 
public improvements and other good 
works accomplished during the 
two 


years of their administration to con- 
tinue them in power. 
The "red light" 


district has been obliterated and they 
declare that the oity never before was 
so free from gamblers and the disrep- 
utable element generally as it Is today. 
The rallying cry of their fight has been 
"Vote for Low and keep the grafters 
out." 


George B. McClellan says that 
if 


elected mayor he will administer the 
affairs of the city honestly and fear- 
lessly and will not be the tool of Rich- 
ard Croker or of Tammany Hall. The 
city, he says, is normally Democratic 
and should have a Democratic govern- 
ment. He charges the reform admini- 
stration with gross extravagance in the 
management of the city's finances ana 
says that as a result of Us negligence 


thousands ot 'Children are ^unable to 
find accommodation-, in, / the

schools'.

In regard to the chief issue of the 


contest, however, Tarximany has seen 
fit to say little. The Fusicnists point 
to the conviction of "Al" Adams, the 
policy king, the closing of Richard 
Canfield's palatial gambling establish- 
ment and the extermination of the sys- 
tem of organized corruption which dis- 
graced the police department under 
Tarnrnany as triumphs of the Low ad- 
ministration. 
In refutation of these 


charges Tammany has been unable to 
make satisfactory reply except to make 
profuse promises to be good if 
re- 


turned to power.

has been on here for 
ten 


days. 
The case is being- stubbornly 


fought on both sides and may not be' 
completed before the middle of next 
week. 
The state is being ably rep- 


resented by Harry "Warren, and the in- 
terests of the four defendants, who are 
biing tried together, are being looked 
after by M. S. Bonnifield and F. X. 
Murphy. 


The crime for which the men are be- 


ing tried is the murder of Jack Welch 
on a freight train near Lovelock on 
the night of August 19. 


Welch was cracking coal on 
the 


engine in payment for his passage to 
Reno, where he was going to seek em- 
ployment. He started back on top of | 
the train to look for his partner who 
was in a box car. Meeting him the 
men held him up and robbed him, then 
shot him twice and kicked or pushed 
him from the top of the car. After 
he struck the ground another shot was 
fired at him which struck him in the 
back, passing through the left lung. 
He died in the county hospital here 
the next evening. 


Before he died Welch was able to 


positively identify all four of the men, 
who were ariested by Sheriff 
Lamb 


within a few hours after the commis- 
sion of the crime. 
His dying state- 


ment, in conjunction with the identi- 
fication, are strong evidence against 
the accused men, and a verdict 
of 


guilty would not be surprising. 


The records ,of all four of the men 


have been obtained, and they are de- 
cidedly bad. Williams is a Stockton, 
California, man, with a long police 
court record. Roberts is a St. Louis 
product, and has also a criminal rec- 
ord. 
One of the quartet has done 


time in Washington. 
They are be- 


lieved to be the men who robbed a 
Pullman car passenger of a dressing 
case containing .$2000 In diamonds and 
money, at "Winnemucca a short time 
before the more serious crime of mur- 
dening Jack Welch is alleged to have 
been committed by them. 
If they 


are not convicted of murder, they will 
be put on trial at once for robbery, 
the grand jury having already indict- 
ed them for this.
